This article was written as a letter 
to Brother Mills and after completing 
it, I decided to put it in the Evangel, 
as we thought that perhaps others 
were interested in the same _ sub- 
ject.

Dear Brother: 

In regard to the flood and the world 
being inhabited before Adam’s day, 
I will refer to a few Scriptures:— 
Gen. 1:2, “The earth was without 
form and void and darkness covered 
the face of the deep.” 

It is very clear that the earth was 
here, but it was covered with water. 
This water is referred to as the deep. 

I will now,vrefer to 2 Pet. 3:5. I will 
quote the Syriac. “They willingly for- 
get, that the heavens were of old; and 
the the earth rose up from the waters, 
and by means of the water by the 
word of God.” 

This shows that people have for- 
gotten that the earth was of old and 
was submerged in water but by God’s 
Word or orders the earth rose up by 
means of the water. Other words the 
earth came to the surface because of 
the water moving back at God’s word. 
God then called the naked places’ of 
earth dry land, and the waters that 
were moved back, He called sea. Now 
we will see the 6th verse of the same 
chapter “And by means of these 
waters, the world which then was be- 
ing submerged again perished in, the 
waters and the heavens that now are, 
and the earth, are by his word stored 
up being reserved for the fire at the 
day of judgment and the perdition of 
wickedness.” 

This verse refers to the world 
“then being submerged.” “Then,” has 
reference to the time referred to as 
“of old,” or before Adam’s day. Now 
he says, “Again submerged.” Does 
this not indicate the second  sub- 
merging? Certainly so. The second 
submerging has reference to Noah’s 
day, but since that day the earth is 
no more reserved for chaos by anoth- 
er flood, but by fire, as the Scripture 
says, “reserved for the fire.” 

Now you will notice that Gen. 1:2 
says, “The earth was without form 
and void.’ Without form here means 
in Hebrew a “to-huw,” pronounced to- 
hoo and means “lie in waste, destruc- 
tion, desert, worthless, empty.” This 
shows therefore that the earth was 
there, yet it was in desolation, lying 
waste and empty. 

The word void also means ruin and 
emptiness. The World is again to be 





void (ruined, empty). Let us” see 
Jeremiah 4:23. “J beheld the earth, 
and, lo, it was without form, and 
void, and the heavens, and they had 
no light.” 

This is having reference to the 


time when the sun, moon and stars 
refuse to shine. He says further 
“There was no man, and all the birds 
of the heavens had fled” and at verse 
27 “For thus hath the Lord said, The 
whole land shall be desolate.” You 
can plainly see that the desolation 
for the last days is referred to as 
“without form and void.” Then is 
not this evidence that if it means 
a wasted and empty earth for the 
last days it meant the same before 
Adam’s day? 
Empty Earth 
The earth was a waste, desolate 
place when the waters of the flood 
abated, having only eight inhabitants. 
There is a Scripture which states 
that God created the earth to be in- 
habited. This being the case He could 
not afford for it to remain uninhabit- 
ed, so in both instances He arranged 
for it to pe reinhabited. He said to 
Noah, Multiply and replenish the 
earth. Everyone knows that He meant 
for Noah to repopulate the earth. 
Why? Because it was without form

This announcement of victory was 
made to some who were _ intensely 
interested in their Christ. They had 
lingered at the Cross and on this oc- 
casion they had made their way to 


Joseph’s new tomb to embalm the 
One they loved so well. 
We would do well to remember 


that their love for Christ caused them 
to rise early on the morning of the 
Resurrection and jeopardize their 
lives for Him, who a few days be- 
fore had worn the crown of thorns 
and cried while hanging on the Cross 
“It is finished.” Truly the great man 
of God was right when he said, “The 
love of Christ constraineth ~us.” 

We should also remember that ev- 
ery great victory is preceded by a 
fierce conflict. Just a-few days prior 
to this wonderful occasion we are 
told that the now risen Christ was 
in the hands of sinners, ordered to 


be brought before Pilate for judg- 
ment, with an angry mob, crying, 
“Crucify Him, crucify Him.” Pilate 


and Herod both announced that they 
found Him faultless and nothing 
worthy of death in Him, but Pilate, 
in order to satisfy the people, _ re- 
leased a robber and ordered Christ 
to be crucified. Surely this was “their 
hour and the power of darkness.” 

After His trial and cruel mockings, 
the hour had now arrived for His ex- 
ecution, as the great sin offering for 
the world. Simeon, a Cyrennian was 
ordered to bear the cross to the place 
of execution. On the way to the “hill

There by the Cross also stood the 
mother of Jesus and her sister and 
Mary Magdalene and the _ disciples 
who looked through streaming eyes 
into the face of Him whom _ they 
loved, and methinks that Mary, 
the mother of Jesus was now realiz- 
ing the prophecy of Simeon, when he 
prophesied that this Christ was set 
for the “fall and rising again of many 
in Israel,” and that the “sword should 
pierce through her own soul.” This, 
undoubtedly she realized when she 
heard the words of her Son, saying, 
“Woman, behold thy Son!” Soon the 
worn body falls into the hands of 
death and a Roman soldier brutally 
drives His spear into the dead 
Christ’s side, out of which came blood 
mingled with water. Truly the  in- 
spired writer was right when he said, 
“How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation.” 

After a little space of time Joseph 
of Armathaera beseeches Pilate that 
he might have the body of Christ. He 
risked his own life and braves the 
crowd, which not more than probably 
nine hours ago shouted “Crucify 
Him.” He faced the hate which drove 
the nails into His hands and took the 
body from the Cross and laid it in 
the new tomb; rolled a great stone to 
the door of the sepulchre and de 
parted, but the enemies of the Lord, 
still enraged, asked of Pilate that the

LAWTON, Oxva..— Althc. one year 
has passed since I left Cleve’and, this 
is the first time I have writte’: to the 
Evangel. It seems almost like Laving 
a short visit with dear friends, . to 
read articles from those with who 
I have spent’many years in Cleveland 
(My old home town) also from other 
friends. I can hardly wait to read the 
paper when it comes. I often think 
of the days I spent in the Evangel 
office. 
I am indeed glad to respond to the 
request of our Overseer and pastor 
(Brother B. L. Hicks) and send a 
report of the very successful revival 
here, —“away out west.” 
The revivai began Jan. 29th, and 
continued six weeks, closing Mar. 11th.

At the very 
first of the meeting souls became 
convicted and the altar was full most 
every night for four weeks, with two, 
three and sometimes more receiving 
the baptism or some experience every 
night. 
During the fourth week Brother 
Hicks decided to close the revival 
the following Sunday, unless the in- 
terest increased enough that day to 
show that the seekers meant  busi- 
ness. That morning the Lord blessed 
so wonderfully, that after a good 
message by Brother Hicks, about 20 
came to the altar and three received 
the baptism.

THEMILLENNIUM 


J. M. Cockrell. 

There are many ideas and opinions 
about the “millennium reign.” Some 
say we are living in that time now; 
others say it will be a period of time 
in the future, in which Jesus and His 
saints will reign on this earth. 

The word “millennium” means a 
thousand years. It was taken from the 
Latin words “mille” and “annus.” The 
human race has passed thru almost 
six “mille annus,” or thousand year 
periods, and the coming one is called 
the “millennium,” because it refers to 
the time when Jesus will reign upon 
earth. It is the “golden age,” the goal 
of creation, and the time of universal 
peace. This is the time the prophets 
will find their realization in the glor- 
ies of this approaching kingdom age. 

The Bible teaches (1) that Jesus 
Christ is to have a literal kingdom, 
(2) the saints are to reign with Him 
in, and over it, (3) it will be upon 
this earth and (4) the time will be a 
thousand years. 

THE THOUSAND YEARS 

The thousand year period is men- 
tioned eight times in three books of 
the Bible: Once in the Old Testament 
and twice in the New Testament, with 
many additional implied references. 
The term is also found in the expres- 
sions “the Lord’s Day” and “the Day 
of the Lord.” Other synonyms occur 
many times. The 19th chapter of Reve- 
lation refers to the second coming of 
Christ to earth, and the 20th chapter 
deals with the events to follow. 

In Rev. 20:1-7 the thousand years 
is mentioned six times and implied 
once. “They (the righteous) lived 
and reigned with Christ a thousand 
years, but the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first resur- 
rection. Blessed and Holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: on 
such the second death hath no power, 
but they shall be priests of God and 
of Christ, and shall reign with Him a 
thousand years.” “And he laid hold 
on the dragon, that old serpent, which 
is the Devil, and Satan, and bound him 
a thousand years, and cast him into 
the bottomless pit, (not into the lake 
of fire, but merely imprisioned him to 
restrain activity) and shut him up, 
and set a seal upon him, that he Should 
deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled; 
and after that he must be loosed a lit- 
tle season.” “And when the thousand 
years are expired, Satan shall be loosed 
out of his prison.” 

An illuminating statement appears 
in 2 Peter 3:8 “Be not ignorant of this 
one thing, that one day is with the 
Lord as a thousand years and a thou- 
sand years as one day.” Isa. 2:2 and 
2 Peter 3:10 declare that the day of 
the Lord will come. The testimony 
of Psa 90:4 says, “For a thousand 
years in thy sight are but as yes§er- 
day when it is past.” Eccl. 6:6 Though 
he live a thousand years.” 

In the first and second chapters of 
Genesis we have God’s record of the 
earth’s reconstruction in six days and 
His rest on the seventh. These things 
happened for types and are written for 
our Instruction, 1 Cor. 10:11. The typi- 
cal teaching (which in many cases is 
stronger than direct statements) is 
that the earth is to have six work 
days of one thousand years each, dur- 
ing which time suffering and death 
are rampart, but will be followed by 
a rest day, also of one thousand years. 
This is pictured by the “Sabbath Day,” 
“one in seven,” “Sabbath Year,” and 
by the jubilee year, an extra rest year 
every 50th year when debts were can. 
celled, slaves freed, inheritances re- 


stored, peace provided and a new be- 
ginning made. 





In Heb. 4:4 “For he spake in a cer- 
tain place of the seventh day on this 
wise, And God rested the seventh day 
from all his works.” Heb. 4:9 “There 
remaineth therefore a rest to the peo- 
ple of God.” This shows the millen- 
nium to be the fulfillment of the 
things featured in the Sabbath rest.

third day, which request he granted 
by sealing the stone and setting a 
watch. 

Undoubtedly the enemies of God

God often suffers His peo- 
ple to be in great distress and perplex- 
ity, and seemingly, lengthens the 
chains of Satan and his angels, and 
permits them to prevail for a season 
against the people of God, in order 
to get to Himself more glory in the 
final overthrow. 

I wonder how the persecuting Jews 
and the murderous Romans felt when 


| they received the news of His resur- 


rection. Methinks that the counte 
nance of Caiaphas fell when he heard 
that their victim had risen and had 
the power of death and of hell, and 
would be alive forevermore. No won- 
der Peter later told the Jews that 
this Jesus of Nazareth, a man ap- 
proved by God among them by mir- 
acles and wonders and signs, loosed 
the pains of death “BECAUSE IT 
WAS NOT POSSIBLE THAT HE 
SHOULD BE HOLDEN OF IT.” Yes, 
“He is declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the Spirit 
of holiness by the Resurrection from 
the dead.” 

We would do well to remember that 
the Resurrection of Christ is the 
source of our spiritual life. The same 
power that raised Christ from the 
grave, quickens the soul who is dead 
in trespasses and sins. His opened 
tomb is a fountain of living Water: 
whereof if a man drink, he_ shall 
never die. His raised and glorified 
body is the sun from whence streams 
of eternal life upon our spirits are 
shed. 

Nor here does the influence of His 
Resurrection end. He who raised up 
Jesus from the dead shall also quick- 
en our mortal bodies. “For as in 
Adam all die, so in Christ all shall 
be made alive.” His Resurrection is 
the pledge and pattern of ours.; 
Because He liveth, we shall live also. 
He shall change our vile bodies that 
they may be fashioned like unto His 
glorious body. Even the prophet of 
old said that the dead men shall live 


together, with my dead body shall 
they rise. 
How solemnly does the apostle 


speak of the Resurrection of the 
saints! It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption. It is sown in 
dishonour, it is raised in glory; it is 
sown in weakness, it is raised in 
power; it is sown a natural body, it 
is raised a spiritual pody. Ever since 
the fall of man in the garden of Eden, 
man is born to die. He lives to die. 
Death like dark warriors ever stands 
before us, to transfer us into the 
region beyond, but Christ hath abol- 
ished death and hath brought life and 
immortality to light thru the Gos- 
pel. He went into the grave, left the 
door open that we might follow Him 
and come out victorious (that is, un- 
less Christ comes and takes us away 
at His appearing). 

Whether or not the self same body 
that was laid away in the grave shall 
rise, is the question for study. Like 
in the Apostle Paul’s day, some will 
say, “How are the dead raised up? 
and with what body do they come?” 
And further contends by saying, How 
ean the bodies of those who were 
drowned in the seas or devoured by 
fire or have mouldered into the dust 
rise again? To such, we would an- 
swer by advising to carefully study 
the meaning of the word “resurrec- 
tion,” and then study the greatness 
of our God. We would also ask such 
to tell us from what did God make 
the sun, moon, stars and this world, 
and He knows the number of the stars 
and calleth them all by their names: 








It seems to me that the thing to do 
is, to go somewhere. So my brother, 
get the Spirit of God first, study 
His Word until you know what to 
preach, stay on your knees in prayer 
until you get His approval, walk right, 
and talk right and I am sure there 
will be plenty of places for us to 
preach. Glory! Glory!! Glory!!! I’ll 
soon be ready to go. Pray that God 
will make me a soul winner for Him.

LESSON 


Hark from the tomb the Savior arose, 
Conqueror triumphant o’er His foe. 





This glorious Eastertide a lesson 
comes vivid to our mind—the failures 
of mankind when they try to thwart 
God’s eternal plan of salvation. I re- 


call a cartoon of the sinking Titanic. 
How true to the letter the words: 
“How puny is mankind, after all the 
boosting of that wonderful structure, 
that it was unsinkable.” This was a 
remark made by man. But in an hour, 
they thought not. What? The Titanic 
crashed into an iceberg—that monster 
floating ice mountain, the work of a 
mighty God, our Creator, and that 
lofty ship with all her grandeur. See 
Rev. 18:17-23. It seems that it was 
an excellent type of her destruction 
as she sank to the bottom of the sea 
in such a short time. How puny is 
mankind? 

Back to the thought in this Easter 
message. The King set His seal upon 
the sepulchre, as our Logd and Sav- 
ior lay in the tomb.

23: 5, 6. 

1 Cor. 1:30 identifies this one as our 
Christ. Micah 4:4, 7 reads, But they 
shall sit every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree; and none shall 
make them afraid: (I have none here 
to sit under, but wilf then) and the 
Lord shall reign over them in Mount 
Zion from henceforth, even for ever.” 
Micah 5:2 agrees, “Out of thee shall 
he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlast- 
ing.” Here the eternal Christ is iden- 
tified with Jesus. The story continues 
in Matt. 2:5,6. They said unto Herod 
that Christ should be born in Bethle- 
hem for thus it is written, “Out of 
thee shall come a Governor, that shall 
rule my people Israel.” Since this 
was never fulfilled, it is a future 
event. Gabriel announced to Mary in 
Luke 1:31-33. “And shalt call his name 
JESUS. He shall be great, and shall 
be called the Son of the Highest; and 
the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end.” 

After His rejection and ascension, 
the program is outlined in Acts 15:16, 
17, “After this (church age) I will re 
turn, and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David, which is fallen down; 
* * * * * * That the residue of men 
might seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles.” The clearest text for His 
ereign is Rev. 5:10, 11, “For thou wast 
slain, and hast redeemed us to God by 
thy blood ont of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; And 
has made us unto our God kings and 
priests: and we shall reign on the 
earth.” Zech. 14:3-5, 9, 16, 17, adds 
some details. “Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those nations, 
as when he fought in the day of bat- 
tle. And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olives, which 
is before Jerusalem on the east, * * * * 
the Lord my God shall come, and all 
the saints with thee. And the Lord 
shall be king over all the earth: in 
that day shall there be one Lord, and 
his name one. * * * the nations * * * 
shall even go up from year to year 
to worship the King, the Lord of hosts, 
and to keep the feast of tabernacles. 
And it shall be, that whoso will not 
come up of all the families of the 
earth unto Jerusalem to worship the 
King, the Lord of hosts, even upon 
them shall be no rain.” 

THY KINGDOM COME 

The millennium is the answer to the 
prayer in Matt. 6:10, “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as 
it is in heaven,” not altogether in this 
church age, the dispensation of the 
Holy Ghost, but in the millennium, 
day of the Lord, not in this day of 
grace, with the Lord absent, but in the 
kingdom age, with the Lord present. 
Rom. 15:12.
